1. Claims 1-21 of application 10/773,261, are pending in the application. This 
communication is in response to the amendment received 9-April-2008. Due to timing 
complications, the examiner respectfully presents this written response for consideration. 

Claim Rejections under 35 U.S.C. §112, 2nd Paragraph 

2. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. For consistency purposes, and in view of the "apparatus" language in claim 8, the 
examiner respectfully requests applicant to include a statement pertaining to, "sending the 
global optimum to at least one of a display device, a printer, and a memory." 

Claim Objections under 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) 

3. Claim 1 3 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(d)(1 ), wherein in view of applicant's own 
statements [see Remarks received 8-May-2007], "claim 13 is directed to a business method 
based upon using the method of the present invention on a computer." The examiner 
respectfully asks applicant to consider changing "business method" to "computer-implemented 
method", or some such language, to effectively remove the "business" connotation from the 
claim. The examiner would be happy to explain this reasoning to applicant in more detail if 
required. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 6 and 7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim.

5. Claims 1-21 are deemed allowable over the prior art of record at this time, pending 
resolution of any rejections/objections noted above, because the prior art does not specifically 
disclose the claimed method of providing a global optimized solution.
